SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Toys for Boys is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publications is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

Due to the explicit presentation of sex in the availability of the magazine is likely to be 
injurious to the public good unless in is restricted to an adult audience. The magazine 
presents graphic depictions of a sexual sequence between a man and woman. The 
woman featured is focused upon in a dehumanising, reductive manner, by being 
presented as a collection of sex parts. This protracted focus is balanced in the 
presentations by the surrounding material, in which the woman is portrayed as an 
active participant as she engages in the various sex acts with the men. This 
overwhelmes the dehumanising imagery, which is therefore not attributed significant 
weighting under the Films, Videos, Publications Act 1993. 
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
